Slr,—With the approach of Christ- 
mas and the coming of the winter 
months .the appeals in — the sweet 
name of Charity in the Colony are 
many and: varied, but I venture to 
say that there 1s none more urgent 
than ‘the appeal for food—just food. 

We all know of the nbnormal con-. 
ditions here occasioned by the war, 
and it Is true to say that Hunger will 
be writ Inrge on the faces of thou- 
sonds of the poorest Chincse in Hong- 
kong in the next few months. 

It Is because of this that with half 
the population of the Colony on this 
side of the harbour, I haye formed 
the Kawloon Winter Food Committee, 
und ata meeting a day or two ago St 
was decided that on appeal should be 
launched for the Kowloon Winter 
Food Rellef Fund. The Kowloon Chi-. 
nese ¥.M.C.A, has agreed to allow its 
grounds to be uscd as the distributing 
centre and 4 system of ticket disiribu- 
tlon has been devised so that only the 
poorest and most destitute Chinese 
will benefit from the scheme. Even 
then it will only apply to old peopic 
and women ond children, It is pro- 
posed to issue only uncooked rice, 

In. view. of the fact that the Strect 
Sleepers Society has not yet been able 
to find a Shelter in Kowloon this 
year, the need for help ls all the more 
urgent on. this-side of the harbour, 
und this Food Committee carnestly 
uppcals to the public to send in dona-, 
{ions fot thls purpose. Such dona- 
fions mny be sent to the Vicar, St. 
Andrew's. Vicarage, Kowloon. 

1 want to make this appcal without 
being sentiniental though It would be 
vusy not to do so. A little use, 
though, of the imaginatlon should 
make this one of the best supported 
Charities in'the Colony throughout 
this winter, +

oo Moscow, Dec. 3. 

The Tass News, Agency reports 
that on November 29 a Sovict train 
en route from Poland was suddenly 
surrounded by un escort at the Polish 
station of Zdoldunov.

"TALAMBA 
TRAGEDY 
PROBED 


Inquest Opened On 
Four Chinese 


" Gassed In 
Ship’s . Hold 


How death came without.warning 
to four Shanghai men working on the 
typhoon-battered steamer Talamba 
at the Kowloon Docks Inst Sunday, 
was told at the Kowloon Magistracy 
yesterday when an inquest was held, 
It was related that the men, who had 
been working in a hold, collapsed 
unexpectedly ond fell Into the water 
at the bottom. They were found to 
be dead when brought up. 


Mr. K. Keen sat as Coroner, and 
was assisted by a jury compr! 
Messrs. G, A. Pentreath (Foreman), 
Albert Raymond and. : 
Phillips. Inspector T. O*'Connor and 
Detective Sergeant Scott .were pre- 
sent: for tho police. i ot 

The Shanghal men ‘were “Shen 
Kung-fau, 26, Kwo Dah-bba, 26, Cioa 
Hung-chal, 21, divers, and Chow 
Kwel-tal, 23, a coolie, ; 

An account of what had happened 
was given by Mr. J. K. Bayford, 
Snlvege ' Superintendent . of the 
Shanghal Tug and Lighter Company, 
Ltd. : 

Fle said that about 7 a.m, on Sun- 
day he went to the No. 1 hatch of the 

Talamba ond saw a number of care 
penters at work down in the. hold, 
where they had been all night. 
Witness noticed that the bulkhead 
between No. 1 and 2 holds was leak- 
ing pretty badly in places, ond called 
the carpenters up. . 

Fight men, including the deccased, 
were sent down to put In some 
wedges to stop the Icaks. None .of 
them wore masks or hadslife lines. 
They came up again at 8.30 to look 
for more wedges, appearing to be 
perfectly well. None of them com- 
plained even of smelling gas. _ 
Shortly before 9 o’clock, they went 
down again, Four men, the deccas- 
ed, went down the staging where the 
carpenters had been wworking all 
night, obout two {cet above the 
‘Water, which was five fect deep, 
while the others remained on the 
lower ‘tween deck to hand them tools 
and give any other assistance which 
might be required. 


” SUDDENLY OVERCOME 

“About five minutes later,” went 
on Mr. Bayford, “I saw one man fall 
from the lower stage and thought he 
had slipped into the water acciden- 
tally. I shouted to the other men to 
get hold of him, but at that moment 
another mun fell and then the other 
two. wo . . 

“One man from the. lower ‘tween 
deck rushed, down the ladder to 
nssist ‘them, but he also fell before 
he-had reached the staging. 

“T realised that there was gas down 
there, and that it, would have been 
certain death for any man to attempt 
to go down the, hold. Ropes and 
ladders were lowered to the men but 
as they were unconcious thty were 
unable‘to help themsclves. ’ 

“{ immediately ordered a‘diver to 
“be dressed and u-stageto-be—made 


to lower him down as it was impos- | 


sible for him. to climb down the 
ladders we had with all his gear on. 

“A Russian diver then arrived with 
a skin diver’s face mask on. He 
went down the hold and sent up 
three men, two of whom were dead, 
He then came up. 

“A Chinese diver was lowered 
down into the hold on the ‘platform 
by .the ship's derrick, but collapsed 
on reaching the .water, He was 
hauled out ond found to be un- 
conscious, It was then realised that 
alt hope of saving the other two men 
had gone, 

“1 ordered another Russian diver 
to dress, and a more substantial 
stage made. When this was ready, 
he was Jowered into the hold and re- 
covered the two bodies.” 


GAS NOT SUSPECTED 
In reply to a question, Mr, Bayford 
sald the Chincse diver 
from fright. 
. He added that there had been a Ifo 
raft on the water in the hold, and 
said that workmen did not wear life 
lines or gas x unless gas was 
suspected, In this cose there was 
no suspicion ot all. All the rico 
which had been stored in the hold 
had been removed previously. 
- The four surviving workmen who 
had been higher up sald they had 
seen the men below them collapaing, 
and then had fainted themselves. 
Shen Ching-cho, the man who had 
attempted to rescue his comrades, 
said he had become unconscious 
while reaching out to selze one. 
Neither he nor any of the other 
survivors had notle¢d =any unusual 
Vasily Darmin, aged 33, the first 
diver to go down, said ho had been 
called from his: cabin and had seen 
three bodies. floating in the water at 
tho bottom of the hold. _He put on 
a-face mask and went down by a 
rope ladder. When he yeached the 
bottom, a ropa was handed down and 
this‘he tied around a Chinese, who 
. was hauled up, : - 
By this time the other two bodies 
had sunk, and he was forced to gropo 
for them under the water, Ho: re- 
trleved them both, and followed them 


up. - 
Up.on the deck, he was told that 
‘there .were two more :bedies tn the 
hold, but as-he fclt xather tired, he 
did not go down ogaln. - “

. York Mayoral elections, which swept Mr. Fiorello La 


Guardia and his. party back into office with huge 
tajorities, was. the size of the vote polled by the new 


Labour party. 


This new body already looms as 
an Important feature in the 1940 
Presidential election. It ts certaln 
that both Republicans and Democrats 
will not be backward !n moking 
overtures to It in the hopes of win- 
ning its support, cables the New 
York correspondent of the Dally 
Telegraph and Morning Post. 


The party was organised last year 


to.nld President Roosevzlt. Its rise 
to power has been phenomenal. 


It polled 250,000 votes in New 
York on the occasion of its first 
publle appearance. In _the_ Intest 
elections it brought Mr. La Guardia 
no fewer than 500,000 votes. 


So far the party has not given 
tiny indication of the attitude it will 
Anke nt next year’s important clec- 
tlon of a Governor of New York 
State, or of what it will do in 1940. 
But the leaders of other parties are 
watchIng its progress with the keen- 
est interest. Already they are 
wondering whether !t will be able to 
make such rapid progress in the next 
three years as to be in o position to 
nominate a Labour candidate for the 
Presidency.

AHEAD 


Great Britain keeps step with 
the world in most things, and 
is generally a pace or two ahead 
of the crpwd. There was a time 
when, like Sam_ the Soldier, 
Britain was the only one in step. 
But that was long ago, when an 
idealistic Government sought to 
lead the world in disarmament 
and scrapped thousands of tons 
of fighting craft of glorious re- 
cord, and much against the will 
of people who realised that 
peace was not yet permunent. 

To-day, however, it is fair to 
Fay that Britain not only keeps 
step, sets the pace, or what you 
will, but keeps the open mind 
in matters pertaining to de- 
fence; which are after all 
amongst the’ most vital con- 
siderations of the time. The 
changes in the Imperial General 
Staff prove the Government's 
progressiveness, and the at- 
titude of the famous soldiers, 
the veterans. who have’ willingly 
made way for younger men in 
the places of chief responsibili- 
ty, speaks volumes for the 
altered spirit of the Army. 
Gone is the old, hide-bound, iron- 
fast system whereby seniority 
won to command, To-day merit 
and ability: are the first con- 
siderations. where promotion i¢ 
concerned. - That is as it should 
be. 

There will-be some who re- 
member how, during. the early 
stages of the Great War, 
“regular” soldiers scoffed at the 
idea o amateurs” ever dis- 
tinguishing themselyes except 
in obeying orders and carrying 
out. some enterprise — which 
the old Army directed. 
There was even some doubt 
whether the “undisciplined” and 
free-and-easy troops from the 
Dominions would stand up un- 
der fire. Those misconceptione. 
soon vanished in. the bloody 
welter of the Somme, the Marne, 
Festubert, Passchendaele, Vimy, 
Loos, Gallipoli, and hundred 
other fights where. .the Great 
Untricd, from London’s Enst 
End: and French-Canadian. tim- 
ber camps, from Sydney's water- 
front and’ the farms of Africa, 
did_as much‘as the Guards could 
do. It was in the Grent War 
that British generals, and the 
British’. Government, learned: 
that by merit alone are battles 
won, Seniority has nothing to 
do with it, though there is no 
queation that-the older men had. 
ag much, often more, to offer 
than .the younger... The great 
thing was that the principle of 
promotion on nbility “was re-

The citics on-the other 
hand, especially ‘those of the so- 
called Open Ports pullulate with 
all the concomitant incongruities 
of quasi-Occidentalism ‘and can 
searccly be reconciled with the 
delectable prospects of the placid 
countryside. presenting as it 
docs multitudinous vistas of 
emerald paddy-fields and quaint 
old-world villages — enshrined 
amongst verdant, tomb-dotted 
hills. -Moveover, one. finds in 
the rural portions of the country 
an almost nirvannic calm ‘and 
peace, and the thought dawns 
upon one that afterall, the bust- 
ling port cities with their quays, 
warchouses, sheds and shops are 
merely the prosaic, conterminous 
and ancillary adjuncts—yea, the 
ugly and grotesque totality of an 
encroaching West—the sordid 
and venal excrescences of an 
alien civilisation. Furthermore, 
the countryside is. the -veritable 
centre of Chinese national life, 
and, too, has been a most potent 
factor fn developing the much

stood national viewpoint of the 
Chinese people; for they, as a 
whole, do not think in terms of: 
the nation at large, but of family, 
clan, province and above all‘ the 
natal village. - J

DEED, every villuge, contrary to 

the ysual practice of other lands, 
is the abode of a single clan, or rare- 
ly of two, who-are both more or less 
closcly united by tics of Kindred, and 
who thus perforce abide together for 
the sake of mutual ald, security and 
protection.’ Thus we find that the in- 
habitants‘ ore consanguineous in re- 
lationship and ‘theoretically, at least, 
of a common ancestral origin, which 
tends to generate like Interests and an 
urbacity of outlook, so much so that

Although,. these unfortunate victims 
of internccine strife-have been legal+ 
ly free since the establishment of the 
Republic in 1912, yet most of them 
stilt remain in‘ their respective vil- 
lages, apparently obvious of their 
emancipation; and thelr position is one 
of benign slavery, being agricultural 
serfs bound to the village, which they 
assist in the cultivation of the fields, 
and In the preparation and serving 
of the periods/c communal feasts. |

pa all Chinese villages 
are of 2 monotonous uniformity in 
nppeurance, and seem to be nothing 
more than n solid block of houses, 
which, however, ure separated from 
each other by an interval of perhaps 
three or four fect. The dwellings are 
In the mojority of cases windowless 
structures of greyish brick, surmount- 
ed by roofs of hyacinth-coloured tiles, 
which on account of their soft, porous 
nature and the Inherent dampness of 
South China's climate, are variegated 
with the velutinous verdure of moss. 
All are built directly upon the 
ground, ond the absence of a founda-~ 
tion renders them insufferably damp, 
a fact which js apparently unnoticed 
by the’ Inmates; but as such has been 
the prevailing. mode of domiciliary 
architecture for the past two thousand 
years, the inhabitants have'no doubt 
become inured to‘such trivial matters 
as gloom: and dampness and Ill-ven- 
tilation. None of the dwelling. ex- 
cecds a single storcy in height, unless 
We mention a rare twoestorcy cdifice, 
the residence, of some returned eml- 
grant, who, defying tradition and the 
influence of gcomancy, hus planned 
his house in a more exotic style, and 
bousts of a collocation of cyc-like 
windows, which stare vacantly down 
upon the roofs of the neighbouring 
habitations.- 

The Interior of such dwellings {s 
unusually plain, and would be accord- 
ing to .western standards—damp, 
stuffy and comfortless. Light Is ad-

A TACKLE |

It seems that. when [ brought up 
the subject of the allding tackle, I 
raised a storm obout my head. 1 


am glad of thls because it has done | 


one thing; {t has brought the matter 
to the notice of the * nuthorities. 


Something will ‘have to be done 
sooncr or later ‘and the more the 


subject-is mentioned, the quicker it] 


wili be dealt with. 


Many opinions have been asked 
and many arguments raised ‘ about 
the slidiAg tackle, but nearly all deal 
with it in the category, of rough 
play. It is nothing of the sort. The 
tackle {s legitimate provided the 
player intends to play the ball. It 
Is not because it Is rough or unfair 
that the sliding tackle should be 
abolished, but because it slows up. 
the game, destroys combination by 
moking players part hurriedly with 
the ball, and, most important’ of all, 


is the enuse of many Injuries, 


It can be done quite easily by a 
revision of the laws, now 60 ycnrs 
eld and quite out of date. Last sum- 
mer there was a proposal to rewrite 
the lnws in simpler and plainer 
language, and it will be done soon. 
That Is not enough, .They will have 
to be remodelled and brought in line. 
with present-day methods, 


Not one of the present 17 laws is 
clear-cut or decisive, There Is no 
plain definition of obstruction, tackl- 
Ing or charging, Even the laws 
relating {0 off-side, fouling — and 
handling the ball are not definite. 
They all place the onus of deciding 
whether an offence hns been com- 
mitted on. the poor referee. 


When the F.A, do make up their 
minds to overhaul the laws I am 
convinced we shall sec a big im- 
provement in both the standard of 
play and refercelng. Then that 
barassed oMfcint will go on the eld 
not as n inind-render, but as one 
ae ‘knows exactly what he has to 
0,

During the past few weeks I have 
spoken to several club managers 
and one topic of conversntion has 
been the player motor-car owner. 
Many of the managers feel strongly 
that no player on contract with a 
club should be allowed to drive a) 
_car; some of them have gone ‘so far 
as to forbid their players to drive. 
Soon there will be a. bigs flare-up. 
The injuries recelved by Ellis Rim~ 
mer,. the SheMeld Wednesday out- 
side-lelt, a few days ago has brought 
matters to a head, 


There are two sides to every ques- 
tion, As a player, I can sympathise 
~—with- the-players-who-feel-they-—aro 
being treated differently from other 
people and are being interfered with 
unduly, But I can also see the 
club's pdint of view. Is it right they 
should be subject to the risk of hav- 
ing one of the star players—perhaps 
one for whom they have paid several 
thousands pounds—put out of action 
by some means outside the xame? 
Remember, they would have to pay 
the Injured -player’s wages occord- 
Ing to his contract.

THIS PSYCHOLOGY IDEA 
~~ IN FOOTBALL 
Where It Would Be A Help

Clubs, it is said, are now practising the science of psycho- 
logy, but I am not sure what {s meant by this, Neither-are they. 
It may be that it is more than a study of temperament, and this 
has been described simply as common sense, ; 


It the players are to be regarded 
with more humon sympathy and an 
nitempt made.to understand more 
fully thelr reactlons to the disnap- 
pointments of the game and the Hfe 
within It, it will be for the Keneral 
Rood. 

One golden ruwje may’ be lald down, 
The better the player the more sus- 
ceptible he ly to disturbing influences. 
The higher he has climbed the more 
damuging to his morat is a fall. 

Try to imngine the fecllngs of the 
players ms they were dressing after 
the recent match at Blackpoo! agalnst 
the Irish Lengue. They knew that 
the selectors were then choosing the 
sides for the trial. Would they be 
picked? The experienced player 
docs not decelve himself. He knows 
whether he has played well or poorly 
und yet so conflicting are the views 
uf those who sit in judgment that he 
can never be sure of the verdict. 


Felt His Position. 


‘Then came the feams, 
ngalnst the = feelings of — those 
who had been left out. There was 
one who obviously felt, his position 
neutely, “Don't worry,” I told him. 
“Ever: ryone else thinks you played 
well,’ 

His. face lit ug. “It's kind of you

ambitlon who has not felt humbled 
ond aggrieved when he has been left 
vut, unless he reallses that his form 
has gone and that a rest will help 
him to recover It. Always, however, 
it. is essential that there should be 
frankness on the part of those who 
have to make the decision. 

Players feel -the reficction of being 
dropped more to-day than ever be- 
fore, owing to the publicity and ih- 
creased interest taken In them. They 
never enjoy any privacy.

Offers To Mediate 


Hankow, Dec. 4.

fluence of Siquor. 


Mr. Justice Finlay passed sentence, 
He also suspended her driving Ucence 
for five years. . 


Crowds of women who had follow- 
ed the car in which carller she was 
driven ot a snail's pace through 
Gloucester'’s narrow strects melted 
away from the prison gates. 


MOTHER'S EVIDENCE 


Meanwhile another car drove away 
from the Shire Hall to’ Greystones, 
Rodborough Common, "Miss Cart- 
wright’s home, fourteen miles away. 


It contained elderly Mrs. Marlo 
Loulsa Cubitt, the girl’a mother, 
distraught by the verdict. a 


Mrs. ‘Cubitt, carlier in. the after- 
noon, had told the judge and jury 
that her daughter smoked far too 
much and began to smoke too soon, 
but she had never seen her under 
the influence of drink, 


While the jury were out consider- 
ing their verdict—it tool them forty 
minutes—the dock, which Miss Cart- 
wright continued to occupy, re- 
sembied a box at an’ opera house. 

The buzz of hundreds of people 
chattering and speculating on the re- 
sults of the case, both in the public 
gallery and the well of the court, was 
deafening. 

Miss Cartwright herself joined in 
the chatter, while the two women 
prison officers ‘sat ‘silent behind her. 


Mrs, Cubitt opened tho wooden 
door of tho dock and sat with her 
daughter for a few minutes, Sho 
produced a vanity case, powdered 
her nosc, then returned to her scat 
near by. 


Then Mr. Geoffrey Saunders, tall, 
black-moustached fricnd of Miss 
Cartwright, who had sald that he 
was tho purchaser of a bottle of 
whisky and‘a bottle of ginger wine 
found in her car after the accident, 
leaned on the dock ralfls, talking to 
the girl, 


Other women friends spoke to her. 
The jury returned. 


"Miss Cartwrlght, pale, tight Upped, 


stood on ‘her crutches, supported by 
the two women prison officers.

Tibet us Toshi Lama, former secular 
ruler of Tibet, wags born In Inner 
Tibet at 1893, 

In| 1903 he accompanied the Duke 
of York (later King George Vv) to 
India and returned to Tibet In the 
following year when he Introduced 
reforms in education and other - 
ministrative measures. 

_In the‘first year of the rely of 
Empcrof Hsuan Tung, following the 
despatch of Szechuen troops Into 
Tibet by the Manchu Governine at 
which oroused = misunderstandings 
among the Tibetans and resulted tu 
complications in Tibet, he was np- 
pointed by the Manchu Government 
as both the secular and religious 
ruler of Inner and Outer Tibet, 
Although he did yo to Lhassa, he de- 
clined the appointment and promise 
,only to maintain order and peace im 
Inner Tibet. In spite of his refusal 
to _uccept | the appointment, mis- 
understandings arose between him 
and the Dalal Lama, who had 
hitherto been the ruler of Outer Tibet. 
and the two became intolerant of 
each other. 

VISIT TO CHINA: . 

After the 1911 Revolution, ag a 
result of the mutiny of the Szechuen 
troops In Tibet and Internal distur- 
vances, the Tibetan situation became 
further confused. In 1924, at the 
request of the Tibetan people, he 
‘ame to China to plead for peice 
and visited many provinces {n the 
interfor, Owing to the disturbed 
situation In China and her neglect of 
border affalrs, he remained In Man- 
churla and Mongolia for many yearg, 

He was the most pronounc pre 
Chinese leader in Tibet _and rendeced 
breat assistance to the Chinese resid 
-hg there, Followingt the establish- 
ment of the National Government at 
Nanking, he was invited to visit the 
capital and had been honoured by 
fovernment oMclals, 

Panchen Lama held a number of 
nxovernment posts Including that of 
member’ of the Chinghal Pravincial 
Government since 1929, Cultural 
Commissioner for the Western Border 
and State Councillor of the National 
Government since 1934. He was also 
a member of the Mongollan antl 
Tibeton Affalrs Commission. Follaw- 
Ing the death of the Dalal Lama in 
4083, ho was invited to return to 

ic 


In October, 1934, the Anchin Hu 
Tulk«tu, personal envoy: of the Pan- 
chen Unma, passed through Hong 
kong on the way to Tibet to pave 

’ the way for the return of the Pan- 
chen Lama as Regent during the 
interval before . the reincarnated 
Dalal Lama is found.

PROBED 


inquest Opened On 
Four Chinese 


Gassed -In 
Ship’s -Hold 


How death came without warning 
to four Shanghai men working on the 
typhoon-battered steamer | ‘Valnmba 
at the Kowloon Docks last Sunday, 
was told at the Kowloon: Magistracy 
yesterday when an inquest was held. 
It was related that the men, who had 
been working in a hold, collapsed 
unexpectedly and fell into the water 
at the bottom, They were found to 
be dead when brought up. 


Mr. K. Keen sat as Coroner, and 
was assisted by a jury comprising 
Messrs. G. A. Pentreath (Foreman), 
Albert Raymond and . A R . 
Phillips, Inspector T. O'Connor and 
Detective Sergcunt Scott were pre- 
sent for the police. 

The Shanghal men were, Shen 
Kuog-fau, 26, Kwo Dah-boa, 26, Goa 
Hung-chai, 21, divers, and Chow 
Kwei-tai, 23, a coolle. 

An necount of what had happened 
wus given by Mr. J. K, Bayford, 
Salvepe Superintendent of — the 
Shanghai Tug and Lighter Company, 
Ltd. , 

He sald that about 7 a.m. on Sun- 
day he went to the No. 1 hatch of the 
‘Talamba and saw o number of car- 
penters at work down in the hold, 
where they hud “been all night. 
Witness noticed that the bulkhead 
between No. 1 and 2 holds was leak- 
ing pretty badly in places, and called 
the carpenters up. ‘ ‘ 

Eight men, including ‘the deceased, 
were sent down to put in some 
wedges to stop the Icaks. None of 
them wore’ masks or had life Hines. 
They came up agaln at 8.30 to laole 
for more wedges, appearing to be 
perfectly well. None of them com- 
plained even of smelling gas, 

Shortly before 9 o'clock, they went 
down again. Four men, the deceas- 
ed, went down the staging where the 
carpenters had been working all 
night, about above the 
water, which was five. feet deep, 
while the bdthers remained on the 
lower ‘tween deck to hand them tools 
und give any other assistance which 
might be required. 


SUDDENLY OVERCOME °- 

“About five minules tater,” went 
on Mr. Bayford, “I saw one man fall 
from the lower stage and thought he 
had slipped into the water aceiden- 
tally. I shouted to the other men to 
get hold of him, but at that moment 
another man fell and then the other 
mie he 1 ‘tween 

“One man from the lower ‘twee 
de P Puatied down: the ladder to 

st them, but he _ fell before 
he had reached the staging. 

“T realised that there was gas down 
there, und that it would have been 
certain death for any. man to attempt 
to go down. the hold. Ropes and 
ladders were lowered to the men but 
as they were unconcious they were 
unable to help themselves, 

“] Jminediately ordered a diver to 
be dressed and a stage to be made 
to lower him down as It was impos- 


two feet 


sible-for-him—to-cllmb-—down—the. 


ladders we had with ‘all his gear on. 

“A Russian diver then arrived with 
a skin diver’s face mask on. He 
went down the hold and sent up 
three men, two of whom were dead. 
He then came up. 3 

“A Chinese diver was lowered 
down Into the hold on the platform 
by the ship’s derrick, but’ collapsed 
on reaching the water. He was 
hauled out and found to be un- 
conscious, It was then realised that 
all hope of saving the other two men 
had gone. r ; 

“1 ordered another Russian diver 
to dress, and a more substantial 
stage made, When this was ready, 
he was lowered into the hold and re- 
covered the two bodies.” 


GAS NOT SUSPECTED 
In reply to a question, Mr. Bayford 


sald the Chinese diver had fainted, 


from fright. - 

He added that there had been a life 
raft on the water Jn the hold, and 
said that workmen did not wear life 
lines or gas masks unless gas. was 
suspected. In this case there ‘was 
no suspicion at all, 
which had been stored in the hold 
had been removed previously. : 

The four surviving workmen who 
had been higher up sald they shad 
secn the men below them collapsing, 
and then had falnted. themselves. 
Shen Ching-cho, the man who had 
attempted to rescue his comrades, 
said he had become unconscious 
while reaching out to selze one. 
Neither he nor any of the other 
survivors had noticed any unusual 
smell, 

Vasily Darmin, aged 32, the first 
diver to go down, said he had been 
called -from his cabin and had seen 
three bodics floating in the water at 
the bottom of the hold. He put on 
a face mask and went down by a 
rope ladder. When he ‘reached the 
-bottom, 0 rope was handed down and 
this he tied around a Chinese, who 
‘was hauled up, 

By this tlme the other two bodies 
had sunk, and he was forced to grope 
for them under the water, He re. 
trieved them both, and followed them’ 


up. 

Up on the deck, he was told that 
there were two more bodies in - the 
hold, but as he felt tather-tired, ho 
did not yo down again.

0.

prnce SEIF EL DIN, the Egyp- 
tlan prince who mado na senso- 
{lonal escape from a mental home 
in the South of pans in 1925, has 
died... sj 


Prince Ahmed Set el Din, brother. 
in-law of the Inte King Fuad of 
Egypt, was born in 1881. He first 
came into prominence’ in his own 
country when he was 17. Belleving 
that Prince (Inter King) Fuad Was 

maltrenting his sister, he rushed Into 
the fashlonable Mohamed Ali Club 
in Cafro ond fired no revolver at his 
brother-in-Inw who was sitting In 
the lounge. 


PENAL SERVITUDE 


Prince Fund fell with a wound in 
his thront and his assailant was ar- 
rested. -For this attempt Prince]- 
Self cl Din was sentenced to seven 
years penal servitude, Jater reduced 
to four years, When he had served 
two years, however, it was an- 
nounced that he had been removed 
to on Egyptlan asylum because im- 


. | prisonment had ‘affected his mind, 


Later the Prince was sent to Eng- 
land where he became an Inmnte of 
a. private mental home nt Tiechurst, 
Sussex. There he llved {n compara- 
tive peace for a number of years 
though he was unable to enjoy. his 
enormous yearly income. sald to 
amount to some £200,000. . 


SUDDEN ESCAPE 


Several appeals for his release 
were made by his mother and in- 
fluentinl Turkish ofMcials but to no 
purpose. 


Then in 1925 the Prince suddenly 
disappeared. For.a time neither his 
whereabouts nor the manner of his 
flight were known. Even his legal 
Position as-a patient at Ticehurst 
Was vague, 


It'‘Is said that the escape was en- 
gineered by an Amcrican who was 
in Teague with the Prince's {friends 


in Egypt. 


While on a trip to Hastings nc- 
companicd by two attendants the 
Prince mingled with hollday-makers 
on the pler and crossed the Channel 
os a day tripper on a_ pleasure 
steamer. Mct at Boulogne by ao car, 
Seif cl Din proceeded to Paris where 
he Joined his mother, the Princess 
Neodijwani and together they tra- 
velled to Constantinople via Italy. 


Upheaval was caused in Egypt by 
the Prince’s escape and this euimin. 
ated in the dismissal of the Cabinet. 


- In 1928 Prince Self el Din was 
debarred from suing the British 
Government for 2£4,000,000 for 
Hlegal detention because the three 
English doctors engaged by his 
mother had been forbidden by the 
‘Turkish Government to examine 


sanity. * 


In 1933 Prince Self cl Din mar- 
tied the daughter of the former 
Governor of Istanbul (Constantino- 
ple) and settled in the Turkish capi- 
tal.

avas null and void and communicated 
their decision to the Turkish Civil 
Courts. The decision was given on 
the grounds ‘that the Prince wns in- 
sane ond at the same ‘time it was 
stated that any children born of the 
marringe would not be considered 
Iegal heirs.

Sequel To Rasputin. Murder 


The existence In England of what 
ig believed to bo an historic Russian 
document haa been brought to light 
by the recent publication of tho 
Tsar's ictters in The Datly’ Telegraph 
and Morning Post. 


It Is tho original petition addressed 
to the Tsar by members of tho Im- 
perlol family on behalf of the Grand 
Duke Dmitrl Pavlovich when he was 
exiled to Persia after the murder of 
Rasputin. 


The petition was sigried by 18 
members of the Romanov family. It 
was orlginolly in. the posscssion of 
one who was closely associated’ with 
the Rasputin. affalr. On his death it 
was «lven to a relative who now lives 
in England. 


“YOUR STERN DECISION” 


The Tsar's letters In The Dally 
Telegraph and Morning Post covered 
the perlod during which, in Decem- 
ber, 1910, Rasputin was murdered. 
The petition reads: 

Your Imperial Majesty, 

All of us, whose signatures’ you 


will rend ‘nt the end of this letter, 
warmly and carnestly beseech you to 
soften your stern decision ‘with 
regard to the fate of the Grand Duke 
Dmitrl Paviovich. We know that he 
is physleally {11, profoundly shaken, 
morally shattered, 

You, as his Patron and Highest 
Protector, know what heart-felt love 
he has always had for you, his 
Sovereign, and for our Motherland. 
We implore your Imperial Majesty, 
in view of the youth and truly weak 
health of the Grand Duke Pavlovich, 
to allow him to reside at Ousoff [his 
fnther’s estate] or Uylnski [then the 
Grand Duke Serge's, Inter the Grand 
Duke Dmitri’s.}  - 


“COMPLETE MARTYRDOM” 


Your Imperial Majesty must be 
aware of the unpleasant circum- 
stances in which are situated our 
troops In Persia, through absence of 
comforts, epidemics and other hard- 
ships of humanity; for the Grand 
Duke Dmitri Pavlovich to stay there 
would be equivalent to complete 
martyrdom, and pity must surely be 
awakened In your Imperial Majesty's 
heart for this youth whom you loved, 
who from his childhood haz had the 
good fortune to be often by your 
side, and for whom you were as kind 
as a father. 

May God inspire your Imperial 
Majesty to alter your decision and re- 
place anger by mercy,
